Nay,  more,  you  cannot  make  a 
Zulu  understand  the  structure  of 
modern  house;  their  minds  cannot  grasp 
the  details  of  a  square,  straight  walled 
building  surmounted  by  a  roof,  and  as 
for  the  idea  of  two  or  more  floors,  one 
above  tbe  other,  they  simply  declined  to 
believe  it,  especially  as  most  of  the 
houses  a»  the  diamond  fields  were  at  that 
time  on  the  Bungalow  principle. 

They  could  conceive  the  possibility  of 
the  Clapitol  at  Washington,  but  could*  not 
credit  its  \stee,  as  their  cleverest  builders 
said  no  such  building  could  support  its 
own  weight.

■  At  night  the  six  large  lofts  presented 
strange  war  pictures,  over  which  a  single 
tallow  candle  wept  copious  and  greasy 
tears,  that  ran  down  over  the  jitrified 
loaf  of  corn  bread,  Borden  's  condensed 
milk  can,  or  bottle  in  which  it  was  set. 
and  where  it  struggled  on  until  "taps,” 
when  the  guards,  with  unconscious 
irony,  shouted;  "Lights!”  at  which  sig-, 
nal  it  usually  disappeared  amid  a  shower 
of  boots  and  such  other  missiles  as  were 
at  hand.  The  sleepers  covered  the  six 
floors,  lying  in  ranks,  head  to  head  and 
foot  to  foot,  like  prostrate  lines  of  battle. 
For  the  general  good,  and  to  preserve 
something  like  military  precision,  these 
ranks  (csjiecially  w  hen  cold  weather  com¬ 
pelled  them  to  lie  close  for  better  warmth) 
were  subdivided  into  convenient  squads, 
under  charge  of  a  "captain,”  who  was 
invested  with  authority  to  see  that  every 
man  lay  "sj*oon  fashion.” 

No  consideration  of  personal  conven¬ 
ience  w  as  permitted  to  interfere  with  the 
general  comfort  of  the  "squad.”  Thus, 
when  the  hard  floor  could  no  longer  be 
endured  on  the  right  side — especially  by 
tiie  thin  men — the  captain  gave  the  com¬ 
mand,  "Attention,  Squad  Number  Fourl 
Prejiarc  tos|>oon!  One — two— spoon  1” 
And  the  whole  squad  flopped  over  on  the 
left  side. — The  Century.

Tin-  ah.  ae  literature  helongs  to  an  age 
that  u*  pu»t,  but  the  old  boys  and  girls 
of  today  ran  easily  recall  the  dial<«uc 
and  announcement  as  jnrt  of  the  house 
hold  conversation  of  thirty  or  forty  y*m> 
ago.  w  hen  llte  candle  was  not  only  the 
light  of  the  familv  but  its  oracle  as  w.  11. 
This  w  as  before  the  age  of  petrol*  urn  ami 
in  the. infancy  of  gaa  when  "boughten'’ 
candles  of  talW  or  s|«*  rm  wore  used  for 
company,  and  the  tallow  dtp  was  the 
every  day  luminary. 

Candle  making  was  one  of  the  indus¬ 
trial  branches  ><f  housekeeping  in  tin** 
davs.  A  cake  of  tallow,  made  from  fat 
rendered  in  the  house,  and  a  Isfllof  w  ick- 
ing.  purrhas.il  at  the  general  dry  goods 
store,  furnished  capital  for  the  invest¬ 
ment.  Then  a  set  <»f  molds,  bought  of  a 
^in  i »ed« Her— such  as  Jim  Fisk  used  to  sell 
fn>m  his  wag»»n— and  the  work  began. 
The  youngsters  of  the  family  were  usually 
.chosen  f*»r  tliis.  They  liked  it.  It  was 
easier  than  churning,  and  they  had-  con¬ 
siderable  pride  in  pulling  handsome  .can¬ 
dle*.  and  there  was  just  enough  jieril  in 
the  undertaking  to  make  it  interesting. 
If  the  tallow  was  not  just  right,  or  the 
molds  not  prej >ared  well,  or  the  candles 
not  projierly  cooled,  they  "acted.”  Some- 
times.  imletil.  they  seemed  possessed. 
This  was  when  the  six  long  wicks  pulled 
out.  leaving  the  tallow  in  the  molds  to 
be  m  ’lt.il  out  and  run  over  again.  But 
if  all  went  right,  and  six  elegant  candles 
were  puli.il,  there  was  joy  in  the  house¬ 
hold.  The  nearer  they  came  to  the 
"boughten”  article  in  appearance  and 
worth,  the  prouder  the  domestic  candle 
maker. 

Tpere  was  also  a  test  in  tjie  burning. 
They  must  not  "sputter"  nor  "gutter. 

A  certain  amount  of  beeswax  would  pre¬ 
vent  this.  They  must  not  burn  extrava¬ 
gant!  v  or  to  one  side,  nor  lie  greasy  to  the 
toueli.  And  they  must  have  preserva¬ 
tive  qualities  and  "keep"  well.  There 
was  economy  in  those  days  in  burning 
candles,*  which  extended  to  the  way  in 
which  they  were  snuffed.  A  family  of 
any  pretensions  always  had  several  sets 
of  snuffer*.  A  silver  tray  and  snuffers 
was  usually  an  heirloom.  A  brass  set, 
kept  in  a  high  state  of  polish,  was  used 
in  the  parlor  every  night,  the  silver  ones 
being  kept  sacred  to  company.  Usually 
a  rickety  snuffer  without  any  tray  did 
duty  in  the  kitchen.  In  many  homes  the 
fingers  did  all  the  snuffing.  They  lieeame 
so  hardened  to  it  that  no  matter  how  hot 
a  pinch  they  took,  there  was  no  had  ef¬ 
fect 

We  can  afford  now  to  smile  at  the 
economy  of  light  in  those  days,  when  we 
had  to  light  one  candle  to  see  if  the  other 
was  burning.  Two  candles  meant  com¬ 
pany .  three  a  crowd,  six  an  illumination. 
All  the  corners  of  the  room  were  in 
shadows  in  those  good  old  days,  when 
spooks  and  goblins  were  within  easy 
reach.  After  all  there  was  the  glow  of 
the'  fireplace,  with  its  fitful  shadows. 
W*j  lave  hist  that  with  the  lesser  light.

hand  or  the  bound  boy  to  bed.  Other 
nights  they  went  to  bed  in  the  dark. 

The  tallow  dip  was  an  attenuated  ob¬ 
ject  that  tormented  the  family  like  a 
poor  relation.  A  lot  of  wicks  were  strung 
together  on  a  rod,  the  tallow  was  melted 
and  served  in  a  tub  of  water.  Into  this 
the  wicks  were  dipped  every  little  while, 
then  hung  across  the  tub  till  they  eooled 
sufficiently  to  receive  another  "dip.” 
When  finished  they  look  like  the  skele¬ 
tons  of  caudles  eaten  by  rats.  They 
flared  and  guttered  and  made  horrible 
shadows,  lmt  were  accepted  as  light. 

Lessons  in  candle  deportment  were 
given  in  those  days.  It  may  seem  an 
easy  thing  to  snuff  a  candle;  so  it  is — to 
snuff  it  out.  But  to  snuff  it  gracefully 
and  easily,  using  only  one  hand,  and  not 
obscuring  the  light  a  moment,  is  a  work 
of  art.  Blowing  the  candle  out  was  also 
deprecated  by  the  old  timers.  It  was 
either  snuffed  out  or  extinguished  by  a 
metal  niuht  cap,  which  is  usually  fast  to 
the  ban* He  of  the  bedroom  candlestick. 

The  ease  with  which  a  candle  went  out 
when  a  door  was  ojiened  or  a  draught 
struck  it  was  almost  phenomenal.  And 
it  was  equally  hard  to  relight  it.  Do  you 
reujemlier  taking  up  a  coal  in  the  tongs 
and  blowing  until  you  resembled  a  heav¬ 
enly  cherub  trying  to  coax  the  smoking 
wick  Uick  to  a  blaze?  It  was  a  common 
experience.  —Detroit  Free  Press.

Abraham  Lincoln’s  Last  Laugh. 

Mr.  George  Van  Duzer.  of  tliis  citv 
has  presented  to  the  Grand  lodg 
library  a  |x>rtion  of  the  collar  worn  by 
Abraham  Lincoln  at  the  time  of  his  as- 
dnation.  Mr.  Van  Duzer  was  present 
at  Ford's  theatre  on  that  fatal  night,  and 
relates  the  following  incident: 

The  army  under  Gen.  Lee  having  sur¬ 
rendered  to  Gen.  Grant  a  few  days  pre¬ 
viously.  Secretary  Stanton,  on  the  lfltli 
of  April,  1  Kti.l,  telegraphed  to  Govern* 
John  A.  l»ix  to  stop  the  draft,  as  it  was 
Considered  that  the  war  was  virtually 
Over. 

At  Ford's  theatre,  Washington,  on  the 
evening  of  April  14,  1865,  the  play  of 
4 'Our  American  Cousin”  was  being 
enacted.  In  the  scene  just  1  before  the 
fatal  shot  of  t  lie  assassin,  a  garden  settee 
Was  standing  on  the  stage  opposite  the 
president's  lux.  *  Mary  Meredith  (one  of 
the  characters  of  tiie  play),  followed  by 
Lord  Dundreary  (with  her  shawl  thrown 
Over  li is  arm),  came  ujxA  the  stage,  and 
the  lady  took  a  seat  upon  the  settee. 
Glancing  over  first  one  shoulder  and  then 
the  other,  she  exclaimed: 

"M\  lord,  will  you  please  be  so  ktiid  as 
to  throw  that  shawl  over  my  shoulders? 
There  a p| mars  to  lie  such  a  draft  here.” 

Lord  Dundreary  immediately  replied: 

"  Von  am  mistaken.  Miss  Mary,  there 
is  no  draft.
